Senate  Brief

_  The  Student  Senate  met  at  12:00  noun  iasj^Thuisday  in  an_ 

uneventful  review  of  Tech  Droblems.  Six  Freshman  Senators  were 

-  '  the  Bft'ir  G  J  up  bteT 

to  take  the  solemn  oath.  which  was  administered  by  the  President  of 


the  Senate,  Jim  Bender. 

Initial  business  included  the  acceptance  of  the  resignation  from 
the  Senate  of  Gene  Zenoni,  chairman  of  the  Constitutional 
Committee  and  IFSC  representative  to  the  Student  Senate.  In  the 
letter  of  resignation  Gene  explained  that  his  academic  workload  was 
so  great  that  he  could  no  longer  devote  the  necessary  time  and  effort 
to  his  Senate  positions. 

Jim  Bender  expressed  regret  at  losing  Gene,  whom  he  described 
as  "a  fine  Senator  .  .  .  one  of  the  best.”  New  appointments  were 
made  to  the  Constitutional  Committee  and  to  the  IFSC  rep  position. 

Among  clubs  asking  for  increased  Senate  funding  were  Tech 
Players,  AIChE,  Indian  Students  Association,  Pershing  Rifles,  and 
the  Bridge  Club.  Most  of  the  contested  budgets  were  sent  to 
committee  for  reassessment. 

A  bill  was  introduced  which  would  provide  for  increased 
Placement  Office  expenditures,  and  another  which  would  get 
Student  Union  Building  offices  for  the  Placement  Office.  Both  bills 
.vent  into  committee  for  further  study,  though  Jerry  Bridgham 
promised  to  bring  both  before  the  Trustee  meeting. 

The  new  Game  Room  was  described  briefly  by  the  SUB 
Committee  rep.  Present  plans  have  the  room  all  coin-operated,  and 
;  per.  24  hours  a  lay.  Final  arrangements  are  not  set.  The  pool  tables 
irJ  jukebox  arrived  during  the  meeting.  Rumors  abound  as  to  the 
planned  opening  date  for  the  Room,  but  Tuesday  is  the  present 
estimate.

Save  Important  Business  for 

Closed  Executive  Session

Upon  commencing  35  minutes  late,  the  LTI 
Board  of  Trustees  held  their  second  meeting  in 
Cumnock  Hall  last  Thursday  night.  A  variety  of 
issues  were  introduced  and  many  ended  up  being 
shelved  for  the  executive  session  to  follow. 

A  primary  matter  settled  was  the  replacement 
for  Mr.  Ashley  as  Admission  Officer.  The  position 
will  immediately  be  filled  by  James  Cush.  The 
Trustees  also  reviewed  the  Committee’s  search  for 
an  equal  employment  officer  which  resulted  in  the 
hiring  of  Ms.  Mauder  after  consideration  was 
restricted  to  3  persons. 

Degrees 

The  comment  was  made  that  the  date  of  a 
degree  could  make  a  difference  when  a  student 
applies  for  jobs.  For  example,  a  student  scheduled 
to  graduate  in  May,  but  doesn’t  complete  course 
requirements  until  August,  resulting  in  LTI 
backdating  his  degree  to  June  might  be  a 
disadvantage,  having  to  explain  the  situation.  If 
the  present  degrees  are  not  backdated.  Trustee 
Sheldon  Busansky  then  answered  “Either  the 
student  h*<;  lied  on  his  resume  or  we  lie  on  the 
degree illustrating  that  there  was  no  one  answer. 
The  question  concerning  this  dispute  was  tabled 
and  the  motion  wasDa^sed  to  recommend  a  list  of_ 
degrees  to  be  dated  when  courses  are  officially 
completed 

BUILDING  AUTHORITY 

Thomas  Kelly  for  the  Council  of  the  Building 
Authority  introduced  an  amendment  to  the 
present  contract  between  the  Building  Authority 
and  the  Trustees  to  borrow  funds  for  the 
completion  of  the  Student  Union  Towers.  Since 
the  building’s  completion  turned  out  to  be  a  year 
later  than  expected,  the  interest  on  the  bonds  held 
increased  considerably  and  caused  construction, 
administrative  and  other  fees  to  increase.  It  will 
cost  approximately  $150,000  more  (than  planned) 
to  complete  construction  on  the  building. 

Policy  Changes 

The  Institute  Council  brought  forth  their 
recommendations  to  the  Board  for  three  policy 
changes  including  a)  sabbatical  leaves  b) 
withdrawal  of  “F”  grades  upon  transferring 
between  colleges  where  those  failed  courses  were 
not  part  of  the  requirement  and  c)  beginning  with 


the  fall  ’73  semester,  a  student  could  take  up  to  4 
electives  out  of  his  major  on  a  pass-fail  system. 
The  motion  was  brought  up  to  send  the  first  two 
policy  changes  to  committee  and  accept  the  third 
on  a  preliminary  basis  since  students  would  have 
to  make  a  decision  within  a  week  with  respect  to 
their  electives  this  fall.  This  motion  ended  up 
being  withdrawn  and  the  motion  was  passed  to 
send  all  3  suggestions  to  committee  for 
consideration. 

Computers 

Dr.  Beghian  brought  up  the  issue  of  the  new 
computer  for  Tech,  his  phase  plan  included 
staffing,  costs  of  linking  the  present  smaller 
computer  to  a  large  one  for  one  year  and  relying 
on  the  large  computer  after  that.  Upon  completion 
Beghian’s  discussion,  the  Trustees  chose  to 
introduce  the  new  Dean  of  the  College  of  Pure  and 
Applied  Sciences,  Dr.  John  R.  Bruce  who 
addressed  the  people  then. 

Student  trustee,  Jerry  Bridgeham  brought  up 
several  issues  to  undergo  consideration  by  the 
Board.  He  discussed  the  present  police  and  officer 
law  enforcement  program  being  offered  at  night 
school  for  an  Associate  degree.  He  proposed 
changing  it  to  a  4-year  day  program.  Referral  was 
made  to  the  Faculty-Student  Affairs  Committee. 

.  All  other  points  brought  up  by  Jerry  were 
referred  to  the  Personnel  Committee.  Among  these 
were  the  appointment  of  an  Athletic  Director,  the 
employment  of  a  full-time  doctor,  and  the 
employment  of  grad,  students  as  teaching 
assistants  for  a  salary  equal  to  one-half  of  an 
instructor’s  pay. 

Regarding  developments  in  the  Rathskelter,  it 
was  decided  that  the  Trustees  have  nothing  to  do 
with  hiring  a  manager.  President  Olsen  explained 
that  he  wanted  to  see  the  bar  opened  and  opened 
right.  Legal  complications  were  delaying  it’s 
opening  and  the  Tech  Associates  hadn’t  made  a 
decision  of  a  manger  yet. 

The  Student  Senate  invited  the  Trustees,  at 
their  leisure,  to  a  joint  meeting  where 
communication  between  the  two  might  be 
improved.  Trustee  Busansky  proposed  that  the 
grad  school  of  LTI  establish  a  policy  concerning 
their  size  and  progress  and  following  this 
discussion,  the  meeting  session  broke  to  be 
continued  into  executive  session. 


Students  Found  Guilty 

Last  Thursday  morning, 

Oct.  18th,  the  four  students 
who  were  involved  in  the 
Towers  incident  were  brought  to 
trial  in  Lowell  District  Court. 

The  students  entered  a  plea  of 
innocence,  however  after 
reviewing  the  case  the  judge 
found  them  guilty  as  charged. 

The  students  were  each  fined 
$750  and  placed  on  probation 
until  June  1st,  1974.  The  $3000 
in  fines  will  be  turned  over  to 
the  school  to  pay  for  damages 
which  the  students  caused  last 
month.  In  a  move  towards 
leniency,  the  judge  also  stated 
that  if  the  fines  were  paid  before 
the  termination  of  their 
probation,  that  no  criminal 
record  of  this  incident  would  be 
filed  against  them.  By  doing  this 
the  students  will  have  no 
criminal  record  to  be  referred 
back  on  when  submitting 
applications  for  employment.

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Bogged  Down 

Not  three  weeks  ago  the  issue  of  Dean  King’s  propriety  was  such 
a  pressing  one  that  the  Senate  found  it  necessary  to  convene  an  open 
hearing  on  the  subject  in  order  to  determine  an  appropriate  course 
of  action.  The  meeting  drew  headlines  in  the  Text,  and  resulted  in 
the  formation  of  a  fact-finding  committee  to  investigate  the 
question. 

The  emotional  momentum  of  the  meeting  and  its  optimistic 
outcome  dissipated  itself  in  the  weeks  to  follow.  The  committee, 
designed  merely  to  determine  the  facts  behind  the  Dean  King 
question,  is  now  as  much  a  reality  as  Nixon’s  “generation  of  peace.” 

Due  to  an  unfortunate  misunderstanding  between  Senate 
members  the  Senate  appointees  to  the  committee  have  yet  to  be 
named.  Two  Freshmen,  supposedly  “unbiased”  due  to  their  recent 
arrival  at  Tech  —  after  many  of  the  questionable  points  had 
transpired  —  have  been  appointed,  but  the  two  IFSC  and  two  IDC 
members  are  unknown.  Thus,  two  weeks  after  the  committee  was 
conceived,  we  are  faced  with  at  least  two  more  weeks  of  stagnation 
before  the  committee  is  even  formed. 

Assuming,  and  it  takes  a  healthy  imagination  to  assume  this, 
that  the  group  finally  gets  into  gear  by  early  November,  we  can’t 
expect  their  initial  report  before  December.  With  eight  members  all 
running  hither  and  yon  to  investigate  the  “33  Points”  of  violation, 
one  finds  it  hard  to  believe  that  any  significant  findings  will  result,  in 
spite  of  optimistic  predictions  by  Senate  members. 

Should  the  committee  form  into  semi-efficient  sub-committees 
of  two  or  four  members,  they  will  (ace  another,  more  fundamental 
problem  than  mere  disorganization.  In  light  of  the  accusations  made 
against  Dean  King,  whether  true  or  false,  we  could  hardly  fail  to 
suspect  a  witness  who  was  less  than  cooperative  with  the 
legally-established  committee. 

We  find  ourselves  faced  with  the  probability  of  not  obtaining 
the  real  “facts”  behind  the  Dean  King  question  until  mid-December 
or  later.  Should  the  investigation,  combined  with  ensuing  Senate 
consideration  of  the  problem  and  possible  action,  trial  until 
Christmas  we  will  be  certain  of  having  King  here  through  the  rest  of 
the  year.  The  fact-finding  group  must  finish  sufficiently  early  to 
allow  for  student  action  -  whatever  course  is  decided  upon  -  before 
semester  break. 

We  find  it  incredible  to  expect  the  necessary  action  from  a  body 
which  is,  in  effect,  practically  powerless  to  complete  its  intended 
goals.  Therefore  the  committee’s  efforts  should  not  be  directed  at 
the  determination  of  “facts,”  as  that  is  impossible  under  the  present 
circumstances.  They  should,  instead,  throw  -out  the  “33  Points  ’ 
approach  in  favor  of  a  general  restatement  of  the  alleged  violations: 
1)  Misuse  of  student  funds  2)  Violation  of  student  rights  3) 
Non-representation  of  the  student  body  to  the  administration. 

This  would  hasten  the  investigation,  provide  meaningful  results, 
and  allow  a  swift  disposition  of  the  entire  Dean  Affair.

Let’s  Stay  the  Hell  Out 


For  a  country  which  was 
absolutely  certain  that  it  would 
not  cultivate  another  Vietnam, 
and  for  a  people  hwo,  one  year 
ago,  were  psychologically 
allergic  to  the  thought  of 
another  questionable  foreign 
involvement,  1973  has  been  a 
year  to  forget.  Public  clamor 
denouncing  the  injustice  of  a 
war  like  Vietnam  now  fades  into 
memory,  as  the  romance  of 
American  support  for  Israel,  if 
unchecked,  leads  us  into  an 
involvement  as  historically 
undesirable  as  was  Vietnam. 

At  this  point  in  time 
American  support  for  Israel  has 
taken  the  form  of  airlifts  in  the 
order  of  500  tons  of  M-60  tanks 
and  other  general  supplies  per 
day.  This  is  to  counter  Soviet 
supply  flights  to  the  Arab  states, 
and  has  been  kept  to  equal 
proportions  with  those  flights, 
not  overbalancing  the  element  of 
foreign  support  in  the  conflict. 
The  sad  truth  of  the  situation 
lies  not  in  the  possibility  of  our 
sending  American  troops  to 
Israel  one  day,  but  in  the 
probability  of  being  forced  into 
a  delicate  situation  not  unlike 
the  Tonkin  Gulf  farce  which 
sealed  our  Southeast  Asian  fate. 

Su  uply  ing  Israel  is 
dangerous  enough;  with  Soviet 
pressures  on  the  Arab  side  a 
superpower  confrontation  could 
easily  develop.  But  more  tragic 
than  having  the  two  back-seat 
lighters  (America  and  Russia) 
face  off  on  the  impulse  of 
face-saving  pride  would  be  the 
sweeping  into  the  War  of 
already-injured  America  because 
of  some  inevitable  mistake,  such 
as  the  Egyptians  shooting  down 
one  or  more  American  C-5's. 

A  large-scale  resupply  effort 
places  large,  slow  American 
freight  planes  within  military 
reach  of  both  sides  of  the 
combat.  The  possibility  of  Israel 
shooting  down  an  American 
resugj^ly  plane  (“Manna  from 
heaven”)  must  not  be 
discounted.  We  recall  the  Israeli 
attack  on  the  American  ship 
“Liberty”  during  the  1967  war. 
If  a  uniquely  American  ship, 
flying  the  American  flag,  can  be 
accidentally  attacked  by  excited 
Israeli  pilots,  then  certainly  one 
of  the  many  C-5’s  now  crowding 
Mideast  skies  could  be  caught  in 
a  fatal  accident.  More  possible 
still  is  the  chance  of  an 
Israeli-Egyptian  aerial  battle 
occuring  near  incoming 
American  planes,  one  of  which 
might  be  shot  down  by  either 
side,  purely  by  accident.  Anyone 
familiar  with  the  high-speed, 
technical  combat  of  modern  jet 


fighters  realizes  that  air-to-air 
missiles  are  tricky  little  mothers 
capable  of  shooting  down  any 
plane  in  the  area  when  they  are 
fired  .  .  .  even  the  plane  which 
launched  them.  • 

Sidewinder  missiles  are 
self-guiding  weapons  which  latch 
on  to  the  target  plane  and  track 
it  using  heat-sensitive 
instruments  and,  occasionally, 
radar.  The  missile  then  homes  in 
on  the  heat  source  and  explodes 
when  it  gets  within  a  certain 
range  of  the  target.  When  several 
planes  are  in  front  of  the 
attacking  fighter  there  is  no  way 
to  guarantee  that  the  Sidewinder 
will  follow  the  intended  target. 
There  are  many  cases,  in  war  and 
peace,  in  which  Phantom 
fighters  have  launched 
Sidewinders,  only  to  have  the 
missiles  home  in  on  the 
launching  plane  and  shoot  it 
down.  Falcon  missiles  are  the 
most  reliable  air-to-air  missiles, 
yet  even  they  have  an 
embarrassing  suicide  rate. 

Bearing  these  facts  in  mind, 
one  can  see  the  possibility  of  an 
accidental  shooting-down  of  an 
American  plane  by  either  side.  If 
the  Israelis  cause  the  accident,  it 
will  probably  be  looked  upon  as 
the  same  regrettable  mistake 
which  shot  up  the  “Liberty.”  If 
the  Egyptians  cause  an  American 
plane  to  crash,  whether  bv 


accident  or  intention,  the  act 
may  be  the  ridiculous  excuse 
needed  by  pro-Israeli  sentiment 
to  justify  escalated  American 
involvement  “over  there.” 

The  danger  is  there.  The 
odds  against  such  an  accidental 
military  involvement  may  appear 
to  be  small.  Such  odds  have,  in 
most  past  military  fiascos, 
seemed  small.  Churchill  once 
said,  before  World  War  One,  that 
“if  war  comes,  it  will  be  because 
of  some  damn  fool  incident  in 
the  Balkans.”  Contemporary 
thinkers  said  he  was  off  base; 
that  the  odds  were  so  great 
against  the  possibility  that  it 
could  be  discounted.  Then 
Ferdinand  was  assassinated  in 
August,  1914,  and  Churchill  had 
the  gruesome  satisfaction  of 
seeing  his  prediction  become 
reality. 

Today,  in  spite  of  massive, 
emotional  and  perhaps 
maniacally  blind  support  for 
Israel,  we  all  face  a  similar 
possibility.  Strategists  have  for 
years  pinpointed  the  Mideast  as 
the  crucible  of  World  War  Three, 
if  and  when  it  arrives.  The  odds 
against  a  possibility  become 
meaningless  when  the 
consequences  are  as  great  as  are 
today’s.  If  war  comes,  it  will  be 
due  to  a  damn  fool  incident  in 
the  Mideast. 

Let’s  stay  the  hell  out.

This  motion  was  passed,  eleven 
in  favor  —  seven  opposed,  two 
abstained. 

In  reality,  the  Student 
Senate  passed  a  motion  to  take 
the  $54.00  from  the  Social 
Committee  and  use  it  to  pay  for 
refreshments  for  a  party  at  Dana 
Osmond’s  house.  Members  of 
the  Senate  in  favor  of  this 
justified  their  actions  by  saying 
that  the  party  would  foster 
unity  among  Senate  members 
and  stated  also,  that  they  had  all 


worked  hard  and  “deserved”  a 
party.  It  was  decided  that  this 
money  would  be  allocated  under 
“Special  Projects”  for  the  sake 
of  appearances,  of  course. 

In  my  opinion,  this  is 
blatant  misuse  of  student  funds 
and  reveals  a  large  degree  of 
irresponsibility  on  the  part  of 
the  eleven  Senate  members  who 
voted  in  favor  of  using  student 
funds  to  pay  for  their  own 
entertainment.

Your  Future 

Better  Treatment  for 
Company  Representatives 


Dear  Editor, 

I  feel  that  it’s  about  time  to  improve  the 
placement  office’s  record  of  companies  that 
interview  here  at  Lowell  Tech.  I  believe  one  of  the 
main  reasons  for  this  record  is  due  to  the  poor 
treatment  now  shown  to  these  representatives. 

My  reactions  as  president  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Chemical  Engineers,  is  that  these 
prospective  employers  be  given  the  best  possible 
treatment.  It  is  our  basic  purpose  as  college 
students,  to  further  our  education  so  that  we  may 
obtain  a  job.

As  it  stands  now,  the  interviewer  is  first  met  as 
he  enters  Tech  with  all  the  trash  thrown  around 
the  mailroom  area.  He  is  given  coffee  and  donuts, 
but  I  feel  this  isn’t  enough. 

He  should  be  lead  directly  to  the  new 
impressive  student  union  where  special  interview 
rooms  would  be  ready  for  his  use.

Dear  Editor, 

Of  late,  many  students  and  organizations  seem 
to  have  decided  that  the  Student  Senate  is  a 
campus  joke.  Student  Senate  articles  are  written  in 
a  humorous,  satirical  manner,  while  other  campus 
groups  display  open  hostility. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Student  Senate  and  its 
members  deserve  better  than  this.  Maybe  it  does 
not  seem  believable,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
every  member  of  the  Student  Senate  wants  to  see 
Lowell  Tech  as  a  noted,  innovative  school  with  an 
active,  interested  student  body  working  for  a 
better  place  for  all  of  us.  Whether  we  all  agree  on 
the  means  to  this  end  is  irrelevant;  we  at  least  dare 
to  speak  out  and  differ  with  present  conditions, 
rules,  and  opinions.

Just 
ask  the  chairmen  of  the  SUB  Comm,  who  have 
been  trying  to  get  the  bar  and  game  room  open 
since  July,  or  the  people  who  put  on  the  first 


successful  concert  since  Tull,  or  those  who  have 
been  trying  to  get  some  maintenance  around  here, 
or  those  working  for  changes  in  academic  policy; 
and  the  list  could  go  on  forever.  All  of  us  are 
human  and  therefore  prone  to  human  mistakes, 
but  at  least  we  are  willing  to  work  and  give  our 
time  to  try  to  produce  something  more 
worthwhile  around  here.

Everyone  seems  to  be  out  to  criticize 
everything  or  everybody  else.  Maybe  it’s  about 
time  we  forgot  our  differences  and  helped  each 
other  out.  The  Student  Senate  is  involved  in  many, 
many  activities  and  we  desperately  need  helpers, 
not  hinderers.

Too  Biased 


Says  Hillel 


Dear  Editor, 

Simile  and  metaphor  are  two  figures  of  speech  that  can  be  used 
to  great  advantage  by  writers.  This  advantage  can  only  be  reaped 
when  these  methods  are  used  correctly.  Otherwise  they  can  only  be 
detrimental. 

The  situation  in  the  Mideast  is  not  similar  to  any  situation  that 
has  come  up  in  the  past.  In  “San  Diego  Viewpoint,”  Bob  Bauman 
used  two  comparisons  which  are  not  relevant  to  the  situation  at 


hand. 

The  first  one  dealt  with  the  American  Indians.  When  the  White 
man  invaded  Indian  territory,  he  was  doing  just  that.  He  was  taking 
over  land  which  he  had  no  right  to  control.  The  Jews  and  the  Arabs 
have  lived  together  in  Israel  (then  Palestine)  for  many  centuries.  The 
history  of  the  area  can  be  traced  back  to  times  when  the  Jews  have 
been  in  complete  control  and  other  times  when  the  Arabs  have  been 
in  complete  control.  The  Jews  aren’t  exactly  newcomers  to  the  area 
as  Bob  implies.  The  use  of  the  word  invade  does  not  apply.  The  Jews 
did  not  invade  Israel.  The  area  was  given  to  them  by  the  English  who 
controlled  it  at  that  time. 

The  other  comparison  was  about  England  standing  behind  the 
idea  of  a  Jewish  nation.  It  stated  that  “This  is  roughly  equivalent  to 
having  the  United  States  tell  Puerto  Rico  that  the  nation’s  best 
interests  would  be  served  by  having  the  Russians  annex  that  island.” 
How  does  giving  an  island  to  a  large  established  country  compare  to 
allowing  people  of  a  similar  religion  to  move  into  an  area  which  is  of 
religious  value  to  them  and  which  they  are  not  alien  to?  This  is  a 
very  poor  comparison. 

The  article  itself,  besides  these  comparisons,  is  very  racist.  The 
line  “True,  before  the  Arabs  were  in  Palestine  the  Jews  were 
crucifying  Christ  there”  is  obviously  an  anti-semitic  statement.  An 
article  written  in  the  same  way  against  the  Arabs  would  show  the 
Israeli  cause  to  be  much  stronger  than  the  Arabs,  but  I  won’t  resort 
to  that.  The  only  time  Mr.  Bauman  gave  anything  to  the  Jews  was 
when  he  wrote  that  “the  Jewish  people  suffered  unjustly  during  the 
war.”  But  then  he  followed  that  with  a  line  about  “the  pathetic 
overreaction  after  the  war.”  There  were  7  million  Jews  in  Europe 
before  World  War  II.  After  the  war  there  were  1  million  left.  No 
reaction  could  be  a  pathetic  overreaction  after  that. 

There  was  one  major  point  which  Mr.  Bauman  avoided.  This  was 
the  politics  behind  the  situation.  Israel  is  the  only  country  in  the  war 
which  has  a  democratic  government.  The  Soviet  Union  supports  the 
Arab  nations  because  their  governments  are  more  receptive  to  the 
Soviet  form  of  government.  Of  course  oil  has  a  lot  to  do  with  it,  but 
the  Soviets  are  also  after  political  control.  This  situation  is  similar  to 
Vietnam,  but  has  some  differences.  The  government  of  Vietnam  was 
a  dictatorship,  yet  we  supported  them  anyway. 

When  a  revolution  takes  place  in  a  country,  the  U.S.  will  support 
the  democratic  side.  The  war  can  be  considered  as  a  revolution-  The 
Arabs  want  control  over  Israel.  According  to  past  experience,  the 
U.S.  should  be  completely  behind  Israel.  The  only  reason  it  isn’t  is 
because  of  its  oil  interests  and  the  Soviet  Unions  intervention  on  the 


Arab  side. 

Ma>be  Mr.  Bauman  wasn't  really  supporting  the  Arabs  against 
Israel.  Maybe  it  just  sounded  that  way.  Maybe  he  was  just  trying  to 
show  the  Arab  viewpoint.  If  he  was,  he  was  too  biased  and  should 
have  said  so  in  the  article.

If  they  see  something  happening 
that  they  feel  is  a  little  out  of  order,  they  should  do  something 
about  it.  Who  knows?  You  could  be  the  next  one  to  trip  down  the 
stairs  and  land  on  broken  glass!  Use  your  heads,  people,  it’ll  make  it 
better  for  all  of  us  to  survive  up  there. 

Nixon  Would  Rather 


(ZNS)  The  Nixon 
Administration  has  dropped  its 
prosecution  of  members  of  the 
Weather  Underground  in  Detroit 
—  rathei  than  reveal  the  extent 
of  its  spying  activities. 

U  S  Attorney  Ralph  Guy  in 
Detroit  told  Federal  Judge 
Damon  Keith  this  week  that  the 
Justice  Department  would  rather 
drop  its  three-year-old  case  than 
reveal  publicly  what  Guy  termed 
“sensitive  foreign  intelligence 
material.” 

The  case  which  was 
dismissed  by  Judge  Keith 
involved  15  alleged  members  of 
the  radical  Weather 
Underground  who  were  indicted 
by  a  federal  grand  jury  in  1970 
and  charged  with  masterminding 
a  series  of  bombings  around  the 
United  States.

(ZNS)  Journalist  Tony  Scaduto,  the  writer  who  authored  the 
biography  of  Bob  Dylan,  is  about  ready  to  come  out  with  a  new 
biography  —  this  one  on  Mick  Jagger. 

Scaduto’s  book,  which  is  almost  completed,  is  reportedly  highly 
critical  of  Jagger  —  and  Jagger,  himself,  has  expressed  strong 
disapproval  about  the  work. 

The  author  reports  that  the  real  hero  of  the  work  is  not  Jagger, 
but  Brian  Jones,  the  member  of  the  Stones  who  drowned  a  few  years 
ago. 

Scaduto  has  interviewed  Mick  for  the  book,  but  most  of  his 
material  has  been  gleaned  from  Jagger’s  close  friends  —  particularly 
his  ex-loves  —  including  Marianne  Faithful  and  Chrissie  Shrimpton. 

The  Jagger  book  is  being  published  by  W.  H.  Allen,  who  is 
saying  little  about  the  controversial  work.  Allen’s  only  comment  on 
the  book  is  (quote)  “let’s  say  that  the  part  of  the  manuscript  we’ve 
seen  so  far  is  giving  the  lawyers  an  insight  into  things  that  lawyers 
don’t  normally  get  an  insight  into.” 

Jagger  is  reported  to  be  so  displeased  about  the  book  that  he  is 
threatening  to  write  his  own  autobiography  in  order  to  upstage 
Scaduto’s  work.  - Zodiac

Some  of  the  people  involved 
include  Mark  Rudd.  Bernardine 
Dohra  and  William  Avers  —  all 
of  whom  were  anti-war  activists 
and  have  since  gone 
underground.  Five  of  the  15 
indicted  activists  appeared  in 
court;  the  other  10  dropped  out 
of  sight  shortly  after  the 
indictments  were  handed  down. 

Attorneys  for  the  15 
indicted  activists  have  been 
insisting  that  the  government 
used  a  variety  of  illegal  wiretaps, 
mail  covers,  break-ins  and 
burglaries  to  build  a  case  against 
their  clients.  The  attorneys 
pointed  to  a  series  of  burglaries 
of  legal  defense  offices  in  New 
York,  Chicago  and  San 
Francisco  in  which  material 
relating  to  the  case  had  been 
either  tampered  with  or  stolen. 

The  government  admitted  to 
conducting  illegal  electronic 
surveillance  against  the 
defendants  in  Chicago,  but 
denied  using  illegal  break-ins  or 
burglaries  in  its  investigations. 

Defense  Attorney  Gerald 
Lef court  charged,  however,  that 
the  government  decided  to  drop 
the  case  because  it  knows  it 
would  have  to  publicly  reveal 
widespread  illegal  activities  by 
government  agents  if  the  case 
went  to  trial.— Zodiac

By  the  same  token,  if  a  hospital  had  a  fire, 
they  would  leave  the  dorm  and  attend  to  the  fire  at  the  hospital 
because  it  has  a  higher  priority  than  the  dorms. 

Now  we  come  to  the  problem  concerning  the  Student  Union 
Building.  Since  it  is  No.  1,  all  other  fires  in  the  area  are  secondary 
when  an  alarm  is  pulled  in  the  S.U.B.  But  what  about  all  these  false 
alarms  that  have  been  registered  within  the  past  few  weeks?  Does 
anyone  realize  that  the  fire  department  will  leave  a  fire  at  a  hospital 
in  order  to  attend  one  here!  It  would  look  real  nice  (to  anyone  who 
found  out  about  it)  if  this  situation  really  occurred,  and  the  alarm 
pulled  was  the  work  of  some  ignoramus  who  thought  it  would  be 
funny  to  see  all  the  fire  engines  pull  up  in  front  of  his  window.

Last  week  the  student  senate  voted  not  to  support  a  bill  which 
would  have  asked  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  provide  a  fund  to  pay  for 
50%  of  the  coffee  and  donuts  served  to  company  representatives 
during  interview  days  at  the  placement  office.  It  would  also  pay  for 
luncheons  at  the  SUB  for  the  interviewing  representatives. 

I  admit  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  administration  to  provide 
these  funds.  But  the  fact  is  that  the  administration  does  not  have 
sufficient  funds  for  Placement  Office  to  provide  this  entire  service.  I 
feel  that  this  service  is  necessary  if  we  want  companies  to  return  to 
Lowell  Tech.  The  luncheons  would  also  give  Department  heads  the 
chance  to  talk  to  company  representatives.  This  would  also  improve 
our  own  chances  of  getting  a  job. 

Since  the  administration  has  already  stated  that  they  can’t 
afford  to  pay  for  such  a  program,  I  feel  it  is  in  the  student’s  interest 
to  provide  this  program  for  this  year.  Hopefully  the  administration 
will  see  the  need  to  support  such  a  program  in  the  future.  The  point 
was  raised  that  student  money  should  not  be  used  to  fund  an 
administration  duty.  My  answer  is  that  this  program  will  not  be 
funded  directly  by  the  students.  It  will  be  funded  by  the  “special 
fund”  of  the  activity  fee.  Students  are  always  complaining  that  the 
activity  fee  is  not  used  in  their  interests.  Well,  now  we  have 
something  worthwhile  and  beneficial  to  the  whole  student  body, 
which  we  can  use  this  fund  for.  Let’s  use  it;  if  we  don’t  now  the 
money  will  just  go  elsewhere  and  we  may  never  learn  where  it  goes. 

It  was  also  proposed  that  students  be  taxed  25  cents  second 
semester  to  provide  the  money  if  the  “special  fund”  failed.  However, 
this  was  dropped. 

Although  the  Senate  voted  not  to  suppport  the  bill,  it  will  be 
brought  under  reconsideration  on  Nov.  1 .  Please  contact  your  senate 
representatives  to  support  this  bill.  It’s  time  to  show  the 
administration  that  we  want  to  see  something  for  our  money.

Although  you  have  heard  of  a  variety  of  different  opening  dates 
this  year  for  the  Rathskellar  in  the  Student  Union,  the  date  of 
October  29.  next  Monday  seems  to  be  a  real  possibility,  although 
there  are  catches. 

Last  Wednesday,  the  “Rathskellar”  committee  of  the  LTI 
Associates,  who  have  been  given  the  responsibility  of  the  operation 
the  Rathskellar  by  the  trustees,  decided  a  few  recommendations 
that  they  would  give  to  the  Associates  at  their  meeting  this  Thursday 
iftemoon.  These  recommendations  are  contingent  on  a  few 
assumptions  made  by  the  committee. 

One  of  the  assumptions  is  that  the  Associates  are  only  being 
itked  to  operate  the  bar  portion  of  the  Rathskellar  and  not  the 
snack  bar  portion  which  seems  to  be  under  the  control  of  present 
LTI  Building  Authority  contracts  with  Ivy  Hall.  The  contract  clearly 
states  that  the  “food  service”  contracts  are  separate  for  any  liquor 
operations,  however,  if  you  talk  with  President  Olsen  or  those 
members  of  the  Building  Authority  who  want  Ivy  Hall  to  get  the 
liquor  :  Derations,  it  does  not  apply  for  some  reason. 

One  of  the  major  concerns  of  the  Associates  has  been  to  find  a 
manager  for  the  bar  that  will  devotees  full  efforts  into  the  bar  and 
does  not  have  outside  interests  that  would  keep  the  named  manager 
away  from  the  hour-to-hour  operations. 

The  committee  seemly  has  found  the  individual  they  are  looking 
for,  and  this  name  will  be  brought  before  the  Associates  Thursday. 
This  person  would  oversee  the  operations  of  the  bar  whenever  it  is 
open,  and  bidded  a  lower  salary  than  that  of  the  Ivy  Hall 
represent  a ttves- 

If  the  Associates  approve  of  the  recommended  manager,  then 
the  bar  would  conceivably  open  next  Monday.  Several  beer 
:c~ parties  have  been  contacted  already  concerning  prices  etc.  When 
:he  bar  opens  it  will  be  open  without  a  bar  since  the  bar  itself  has 
yet  to  be  installed,  because  of  a  moratorium  on  work  in  the  Student 
Union  imposed  by  the  Building  Authority.  Two  portable  bars  and 
tap  systems  will  be  there  instead  on  loan  from  the  more  than  willing 
beer  companies. 

The  hours  that  the  Associates  are  planning  on  as  suggested  by 
the  Student  Union  Committee  of  the  Senate  are  1 1  am  to  5  pm 
(when  the  snack  bar  is  operating)  and  from  7  pm  until  1  pm,  daily. 

Unfortunately  there  are  a  lot  of  problems  still  to  be  overcome 
and  unneeded  political  maneuvering  is  clouding  progress.  The 
Student  Union  Committee  and  the  Associates  are  trying  to  get  the 
Rathskellar  open  as  soon  as  possible  and  most  likely  will  sponsor  a 
free  beer  blast  when  opening  occurs.

An  Interview  with  Hank  Mullen 


After  finally  tracking  down 
Hank  Mullen  and  interviewing 
him,  we  were  surprised  to  learn 
that  the  students  here  at  Tech 
are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a 
man  with  the  ability  and 
experience  which  he  possesses. 

Mr.  Mullen  related  to  us  that 
his  new  duties  as  assistant  to 
Charlie  Johnson  would  be  to 
handle  fiscal  matters  within  the 
Student  LTnion  Building  This 
would  include  the  collection  of 
game  room  receipts  and  the 
coordination  of  fund  raising 
activities  such  as  dances,  coffee 
houses  and  beer  blasts.  However 
he  will  not  have  any  connection 
with  the  bar  IF  IT  DOES  EVER 
OPEN.  Meanwhile  he  is  helping 
to  set  up  the  security  system  at 
the  S.U.B.,  as  well  as  ordering 
supplies  for  the  building. 

His  education  and 
experience  make  him  an 
excellent  selection  for  this  job. 
After  graduating  from  Lowell 
High,  he  enrolled  in  a  night 
school  security  program  at 


Northeastern  University  for  6 
years.  He  also  attended  MIT  for 
a  brief  period  of  time  and  took  a 
course  in  criminology.  After 
taking  a  civil  service  exam,  he 
was  then  selected  out  of  555 
applicants  to  be  a  correctional 
officer  at  Concord  Reformatory. 

He  also  has  vast  experience 
in  handling  fiscal  affairs.  For  10 
years  he  has  been  Treasurer  of 
the  local  veterans  Marine  Corps 
League.  He  is  also  assistant 
manager  and  night  supervisor  of 
one  of  the  Marshall’s 
Department  Stores.  In  this 
capacity  he  is  responsible  for  the 
collection  of  the  daily  receipts. 

Although  Mr.  Mullen  was 
more  than  happy  to  supply  us 
with  the  information  regarding 
himself,  this  still  does  not 
account  for  the  lack  of 
cooperation  which  we  received 
earlier  when  trying  to  obtain  this 
information.

the  law. 

Psychic  Magazine  reports 
that  the  warning  was  handed 
down  to  E.S.P.  medium  Joseph 
De  Louise.  De  Louise  ran  into

T.H.E.  Form 
(Tentatively)

A  committee  assigned  with  the  task  of  redeveloping  a  teaching 
evaluation  form  has  arrived  at  a  preliminary  draft.  This  draft  is 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Institute  Council  pending  a  general 
acceptance  by  the  LTI  faculty. 

The  Committee  on  Teaching  Evaluation,  headed  by  Joe 
Salamone  of  the  Chemistry  Dept.,  has  distributed  this  draft  to  all 
faculty  members  in  referendum  form.  A  response  is  urged  to  each 
individual  question.  Any  question  which  is  disapproved  of  by 
one-third  of  the  total  faculty  will  be  removed  from  the 
questionnaire.  The  results  will  be  sent  to  each  faculty  member. 

The  concept  of  students  evaluating  their  professors  is  not  a  new 
idea.  It  is  common  practice  at  most  major  universities.  A 
questionnaire  such  as  this  is  designed  to  fulfill  two  major  functions. 
Ideally  (most  supporters  stress  this  point)  an  instructor  will  be  able 
to  critically  analyze  his  own  teaching  performance.  An  honest 
attempt  can  be  made  at  self-improvement  in  the  weak  categories  — 
thus  benefiting  both  student  and  teacher. 

But,  lurking  in  the  back  of  minds  of  administrators,  department 
heads  and  trustee  personnel  committees  is  a  more  earthly  purpose 
for  this  form.  On  what  basis  is  a  teacher  to  be  evaluated  for 
advancements?  Promotions  should  be  awarded  to  faculty  members 
who  best  fulfill  their  jobs  -  teaching  being  one  part  (as  well  as 
administrative  duties,  research  duties,  and  student  research  advisor 
duties).  People  who  make  these  decisions  find  student  input  a 
necessary  factor  in  evaluating  these  capabilities.  If  a  student  does  not 
gain  anything  from  these  endless  hours  of  lecture-sitting  what  good 
is  the  instructor?  But,  many  people  who  make  these  decisions  also 
want  a  simple  way  out  —  Joe  Schmoe  in  Physics  has  a  4.98  score  and 
Sylvia  Slog  of  Business  Administration  received  a  4.97.  Therefore 
Joe  gets  the  promotion  over  Sylvia.  —  It  is  not  this  easy. 

The  find  form  will  be  used  in  all  depts.  throughout  the  Institute. 
Comparisons  could  be  made  between,  say  a  physics  professor  and  an 
English  professor  but,  simple,  one  number  comparisons  are  not 
adequate.  There  are  too  many  factors  involved  to  assign  this  simple 
grade  point  average  to  each  instructor.  (To  mention  a  few  -  consider 
someone  who  lectures  physics  to  a  hundred  freshmen  twice  a  week 
and  try  to  compare  him  to  the  instructor  who  teaches  a  highly 
specialized  course  to  Biology  seniors.  The  Bio  instructor  will 
probably  walk  off  with  the  higher  point  average.  Then  there  is 
always  the  difficulty  of  comparing  someone  teaching  English  to  the 
person  handling  your  electronics  lab  Being  assigned  a  number,  in 
general,  is  a  most  un-appeaiing  dea.j  inter -departmental  oompamnas 
can  only  be  made  considering  the  type  and  level  of  the  course  arTcf 
the  number  of  students  enrolled. 

After  many  long  coffee  drinking,  cigarette  smoking  and  hair 
splitting  the  committee  has  put  together  wha t  they  feel  to 

be  an  extremely  feasible  and  agreeable  questionnaire.  With  an 
assurance  that  this  form  is  at  last  grammatically  correct,  it  is  ready 
for  constructive  faculty  criticism.  If  it  returns  relatively  unscathed, 
the  administration  of  the  form  will  be  considered  next.  And,  yes 
Professor  Hardy,  we  will  get  those  no.  2  pencils. 


American  Youth  Leaders 
Protest  Arab  Agression 


A  coalition  of  American 
youth  leaders  today  issued  a 
statement  strongly  condemning 
the  Egyptian  and  Syrian 
aggression  against  Israel  and 
declaring  that  the  only  road  to 
peace  in  the  Middle  East  is 
through  direct  negotiations 
between  Israel  and  the  Arabs. 
The  youth  leaders  also  noted 
that  the  Arab  aggression  proved 
that  Israel  needs  secure  borders 
if  it  is  to  survive. 

The  statement,  which  was 
issued  by  the  Youth  Committee 
for  Peace  and  Democracy  in  the 
Middle  East,  included  among  its 
signers  DeLesseps  S.  Morrison, 
the  President  of  the  Young 
Democratic  Clubs  of  America;

We  condemn  the  senseless 


and  unprovoked  aggression 
launched  by  Egypt  and  Syria 
against  Israel  on  the  Day  of 
Atonement,  the  most  sacred  of 
Jewish  holy  days.  This  infamous

negotiations  between  Israel  and 
the  contending  Arab  states.

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Take  a  ride  up  to  1972  Mass  Ave.  in 
Cambridge  and  you’re  likely  to  find  yourself  at 
one  of  the  most  delightful  dinner/entertainment 
spots  in  the  Hub.  Averofs  (now  renamed  as  the 
“new”  Averof)  is  definitely  a  family  concern 
where  the  owner’s  son  is  likely  to  greet  you  as 
you  walk  in  and  the  father  himself,  is  likely  to  sit 
at  your  table  and  become  acquainted  if  you  look 
Greek  enough.  The  quaint  Greek  atmosphere  is 
seen  everywhere  from  the  color  glass  lamps 
spotlighting  areas  of  dimness  to  the  peasant-like 
waitress  who  consciously  keeps  refilling  your 
water  glass.  Even  the  menu  is  authentically  Greek. 
No  all-American  dishes  are  offered  although  the 
menu  is  not  understandable.  They  offer  a  delicious 
variety  of  lamb  dishes,  each  served  with  pilaf  and 
hot  bread.  One  side  dish  you’ll  have  to  indulge  in 
is  the  Greek  salad  made  with  special  Greek 
cheeses.  Of  course,  there  are  a  variety  of 
shishkebabs  and  for  real  Greek  lovers,  spinich  pie 


and  moussaka  (baked  eggplant  with  a  creamy 
cheese  sauce)  are  included  in  Greek  Specialties. 
For  the  generous  amounts  served,  the  prices  are 
quire  reasonable.  Most  entries  are  in  the  $3-$4 
range;  the  shishkebabs  go  from  $4-$5. 

The  real  feature  came  around  9: 30  Just  as  we 
were  about  to  leave,  the  waitress  invited  us  to  stay 
for  the  entertainment  show  to  start  in  5  minutes. 
A  Greek  band  proceeded  to  play  some  really  lively 
music  which  set  us  in  the  mood  for  the  couple 
who  soon  followed  with  a  dance  act.  The  highlight 
of  the  show  was  a  Grecian  belly  dancer  who 
undoubtedly  put  on  a  fantastic  display  of  dance 
routine,  resulting  in  the  whole  place  clapping  along 
with  her  beat. 

One  thing’s  for  sure:  AveroFs  is  certainly  a 
unique,  ethnic  place  to  visit.  You  walk  in  surprised 
by  the  hospitality  and  atmosphere  of  the  place  - 
you  walk  out  thinking  how  unbelievable  the  whole 
experience  was.

This  is  how  the  final  results 
looked  in  the  cross-country  meet  at  Franklin  Park,  Boston,  last 
Saturday,  the  13th.  Tech,  although  it  finished  last  of  the  three  teams 
involved  in  the  actual  meet,  finished  first  in  the  respect  department. 
Referred  to  as  “Who’s  this  other  team?”,  by  BC  and  MIT,  LTI 
proved  that  it  could  compete  quite  well  against  some  of  the  bigger 
name  schools  which  have  athletes  on  scholarship.  Probably  the 
closest  meet  among  three  teams  in  New  England  this  season,  the 
meet  could  have  gone  either  way.  Last  year  Lowell  wasn’t  even 
considered  to  be  in  the  same  class  as  these  schools.

TRUSTEES’  WORKSHOP  DAY 


This  reporter  was  not  allowed  to  attend  the 
workshop.  I  was  instructed  at  the  door  that  the  meeting 
was  open  to  only  certain  groups  within  the  LTI 
community-students  were  supposedly  not  among  them. 

A  few  days  later,  the  mistake  was  clarified  and  an 
interview  was  arranged  between  the  Text  and  the 
President.  The  following  stems  from  this  interview. 

An  innovative  idea  was  wielded  by  the  LTI  Board  of 
Trustees  during  one  recent  Saturday.  The  executive 
assembly  invited  various  groups  from  the  LTI 
community  to  participate.  Administrative  officials  and 
Deans  of  Colleges  presented  their  respective  reviews  with 
a  highlighted  address  presented  by  the  President  of  LTI, 
Everett  V.  Olsen.  This  lengthy  address  contained  twelve 
major  proposals. 

The  bulk  of  the  allocution  explained  the  fiscal 
problems  of  the  Institute  and  the  role  of  the  Building 
Authority. 

The  Building  Authority,  as  it  stands  now,  is  in 
existance  to  “aide  and  contribute  to  the  performance  of 
educational  and  other  purposes  of  the  Institute  by 
providing  dormitories,  dining  commons  and  structures 
for  the  use  of  the  Institute,  staff  and  their 
dependents....”  The  operation  and  regulation  of  this 
body  centers  around  the  Trustees.  The  problem  is  —  the 
Building  Authority  owns  a  number  of  buildings,  mostly 
residence  halls.  The  B.A.  has  borrowed  capitol  to  pay  for 
these  structures,  thus  the  term  “own”.  President  Olsen 
has  agreed,  along  with  many  dorm  residents,  that  vital 
duties,  such  as  daily  operation  of  and  repairs  to  and 
maintenance  of  these  buildings  as  well  as  security 
responsibility  are  just  not  being  accomplished. 

Who  is  responsible  for  these  duties  -  The  Building 
Authority?  the  Trustees?  the  State?  The  Trustees  must 
see  that  these  roles  are  fulfilled,  through  officially 
authorizing  the  B.A.  to  perform  such  tasks.  But  this 
involves  dollars  -  big  dollars  that  the  Institute  just  does 
not  have.  Students  could  be  charged  more  for  their 
rooms,  but  a  price  increase  is.a  recent  reality  for  the  LTI 
dorm  resident.  As  President  Olsen  stated,  “  The  facts

remain  that  the  students  are  paying  more  and  more  for 
less  and  less  -  the  building  cannot  be  properly  cleaned 
and  maintained  without  the  needed  help  to  do  so.” 

So  who  foots  the  bill?  According  to  President  Olsen, 
there  is  a  piece  of  legislation  overlooked  by  lawmakers  in 
the  Statehouse.  “I  (President  Olsen  to  the  Legislature) 
read  now  from  an  appropriate  paragraph  of  Section  10 
‘The  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  Commonwealth  is 
hereby  pledged  for  any  such  guarentee.’  Going  on 
further  I  stated  that  if  we  were  unable  to  provide  for  full 
occupancy  and  use  of  these  buildings,  and  as  a 
consequence  failed  to  develop  the  funds  necessary  to 
pay  the  principal  and  interest  charged  to  the  bond 
holders,  then  our  recourse  is  described  for  us.  The 
Commonwealth  will  have  to  make  the  payments!  Their 
full  faith  and  credit  has  been  pledged  to  make  sure  that 
the  holders  of  the  bonds  receive  their  principal  and 
interest  payments.” 

Olsen  presented  several  courses  of  action  to  alleviate 
these  problems.  He  advised  those  present  to  choose  one 
or  two  of  his  alternatives.  These  ranged  from  the 
unrealistic  “do  nothing  and  hope  the  problem  goes 
away”  to  a  possibility  of  renegotiating  the  bonds  on  the 
buildings  over  a  longer  period  to  spread  out  the  costs. 
Overall,  he  recomended  that  the  Administration  seek 
help  from  the  Commonwealth  or  else  the  full  burden 
would  be  cast  on  the  State. 

During  the  interview,  President  Olsen  brought  up  a 
point  concerning  Students,  Administration  and  money. 
In  the  past,  student  government  has  strived  to  obtain 
certain  percentages  of  money-making  operations  in 
which  the  Institute  is  involved  such  as  with  the  vending 
machines.  This  has  been  on  the  terms  of  a  general 
agreement.  With  the  opening  of  the  Student  Union 
Building  there  is  a  great  potential  for  obtaining  proceeds 
from  various  other  ventures.  Consider  the  Rathskeller, 
the  gameroom  or  a  proposed  student  operated  store.  The 
student  government  has  advocated  that  the  students 
have  a  certain  participation  in  the  proceeds.  Olsen  is 
pressing  for  some  type  of  legal,  binding  contract  which 


will  protect  the  interest  of  both  administrators  and 
students.  This  agreement  would  define  what  percentage 
of  these  operations,  the  students  would  receive.  He 
urged  that  this  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 
Negotiations  are  currently  being  conducted.  Various 
other  issues  were  discussed. 

Rathskeller 

Pres.  Olsen  was  uncertain  to  whether  the  operation 
of  the  Rathskeller  bar  was  included  in  the  present 
caterer’s  contract.  If  it  was,  he  stated  that  these  should 
be  no  more  in  the  bar  opening  and  IVY  Hall  should 
initiate  operations  at  once. 

Nuclear  Center 

There  is  a  possibility  Lowell  may  be  the  site  of  an 
International  Nuclear  conference  that  would  coincide 
with  the  U.S.  bicentennial.  He  added  that  the  LTI 
nuclear  center  will  be  completed  in  January. 

Parking 

Two  million  dollars  set  aside  for  parking  has  not  yet 
been  utilized.  Plans  are  underway  to  use  these  funds  for 
this  purpose. 

Tuition 

The  President  urged  the  Trustees  to  take  a  stand  on 
what  the  state  should  do  in  regard  to  tuition  for  a  state 
institution.  One  possibility  is  to  completely  eliminate  :t 
for  Massachusetts  residents.  But  another  position  is  to 
raise  the  tuition  to  be  comparable  with  other  state 
institutions  of  higher  learning. 

Merger 

Don’t  rush  and  maintain  the  school’s  scientific  and 
engineering  integrity. 

Computer 

The  proposed  new  LTI  computer  will  be  installed 
but  may  take  several  years. 

Equal  Employment  Opportunities 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  President  Olsen  has 
officially  reccomended  to  the  Trustees  that  an  Equal 
Opportunity  Officer  be  one  of  the  3  reccomended  by 
the  EOO  search  committee  in  spite  of  considerations  on 
a  more  recent  candidate.
